This brick business block was built between 1906 and 1908. By then the Airline Railroad
depot, the electric street railway, a hotel, several apartment houses, and a stoneyard were
in operation in the area. ' A
Abraham Simonson used the building for his furniture store for 35 years and partners, Max
and Bessie Sukoff, sold the building in 1943 to Pompeo Labbadia. His family has run a res-
taurant, Pompey's, here (also for 35 years). ' o I
The battieship-gray-colored commercial building is typical of many Middletoun business |
pbuildings. Twice as deep as it is wide, its only ornamentation consists of a stepped gable
on the facade. The carriage shed in the rear is an anachronistic remainder ‘of ‘earlier times
The Pompey's Restaurant building has been part of some striking changes.on Rapallc Avenue
The residential structures remain, as do a few businesses, but the street is no longer the vi-

brant commercial area it once was. _ . o4
